Bo notable will be Conewago 
chapel’s 150th 
anniversary 
next 
month that Cardinal Dougherty is 
expected to officiate. 
There 
is 
an 
institution 
in 
southern 
Pennsylvania 
that 
is 
heavily reminiscent of the Cal­ 
verts of Maryland. 
For it was along the Conewago 
that Indians wandering down from 
tin* Lake Erie region met Jesuit 
priests from the domains of Lord 
Baltimore. 
Then, too, it was that a wigwam 
became a temple for worship par­ 
ent of Conewago chapel itself 


That was much more than 200 
years ago, 
'Die Rev. Father Pellentz was 
there in 1758 soon after Brud- 
dock's bloody defeat. 
It was he who discovered and 
opened the brown stone quarry 
from which material the existing 
Conewago chapel was built bi 1787 
- year of the United States Con­ 
stitution. 
That edifice Is the one that will 
be the scene of the celebration on 
May 31. 
But 50 years before it wuis built 
German Catholics on the Cone­ 
wago outnumbered Irish Catholics, 
116 Ui 73. 
Outside of Philadelphia, Cone­ 
wago is probably Pennsylvania’s 
oldest site for permanent Catho­ 
lic worship.

Gettysburg R 
5, driver of the car tliat struck the 
boy, has been charged with reck­ 
less driving in an information laid 
before Justice of the Peace Leo A. 
Storm, Mt. Pleasant township, by 
Highway Patrolman George S. Har- 
leman. of the local substation, wrho 
investigated the accident. Dr. Ed­ 
gar A. Miller, county coroner, 
is 
planning an inquest. 
The boy is reported to have lx*en 
engaged in playing a game of “hide 
and seek’’ with schoolmates when 
the accident occurred as he dashed 
onto the highway bi a race for the 
school house. 
Following the acci­ 
dent, Miss Eva Baker, teacher at 
Mount Vernon school, said that the 
lad 
had broken 
school 
rules by 
crossing the public road during play. 
Miss Baker said that she had fre­ 
quently warned her pupils against 
playing on or 
crossing tile road. 
The accident occurred about 12:10 
o'clock, during tile noon recess.

A more severe penalty for con­ 
victed gamblers 
is 
suggested by 
President Judge W. H. Keller of the 
Superior court In his opinion re­ 
versing an 
order of the 
Adams 
comity court in the Weller teletype 
case, as a means of increasing the 
effectiveness of criminal code en­ 
forcement with regard to tile gam­ 
bling evil. 
Judge Keller wrote: 
“However desirable it may be to 
stamp out the gambling evil—and 
we are in full accord with that pur­ 
pose—we camlet extend the pro­ 
visions of the criminal code respect­ 
ing it beyond tliair plain and clear­ 
ly intended meaning. 
The court 
can probably make the enforcement 
of the act more effective in eases 
like thus one, where Hie Instrument 
employed as the means of securing 
information used in gambling 
is 
not subject lo forfeiture, by a se­ 
verer penalty on the convicted gam- 
bler.’’ 
The act under which David Wel­ 
ler was prosecuted, after his estab­ 
lishment, was raided here early last 
spring, provider 
for a 
maximum 
penalty of five years’ imprisonment 
and $500 fine. 
Judge W. C. Sheeiy 
fined Weller the maximum sum, but 
no jail sentence was imposed. The
